If any man 
wishes to enlist the aid of the Association in re- 
dressing his grievances, it is not asking toomuch 
of him to state those grievances iu writing. The 
Committee would then be in a position to show 
the data upon which thev were proceeding when 
making a complaint to tho Government, and tbe 
Secretary would he snared the trouble and (we 
may add) the responsibility of iletailiu r the facts 
of the case, ' Statements made verbally, and on 
the spur of the moment, are seldom to hatched on. 
We recollect well how much trouble and confu- 
sion was saved to a certain committee ill this 
town some time ago, by the ruling of the chair- 
man on a similar emergency. It was : “Before 
any action can he taken by this Committee, the 
complaint must be made in writing. We feel 
quite suro the Association Committee will take 
these remarks of ours into their consideration the 
next time a complaint comes before them. They 
can never otherwise hear properly both sides of 
the question, and so they might degenerate into 
courts of injustice instead of justice.

At the Resident Magistrate's Court, 
held last Wednesday, a Brewer’s ■ License wrg 
granted to Jules la Fontaine:— In the Warden a 
Court, -there was only one.case'of afiy iMportani b 
heard, — that of John Saltoun v. Thomas Hall, ad- 
journed from previous Court-day. Mr H. W, 
diuythies, w ho had surveyed the ground in d i * 
put*. ' gave evidence as to the position of tho 
various w-orkings Upon the ground, and submitted 
a plan of it. The defendant Hall was again 
heard on the same matter, but his further evi- 
dence did not shake the testimony of the sur- 
veyor. The Warden gave judgment in the after- 
noon to the effect that the defendant Hall had 
shown no reasonable ground for supposing thr t 
a reef runs in the direction which he had. indi- 
cated by his centre pegs, and that the complain- 
ant had showm very good grounds for supposing 
that a reef runs diagonally across the ground 
pegged by the defendant. ' He found, therefore, 
that the defendant had not his claim pegged out 
in terms of the Otago Gold-tields Regulations, 
arid that iu consequence he is holding surplus 
ground. The court therefore ordered him to 
point out a peg from which he (defendant) wishes 
to . peg a -claim along what the Court has held to 
be the supposed line of reef, and to pay the 
costs of Court and expenses. The ease of Gold- 
smith and party v. Goodger and party was ad- 
journed till the 13th inBtant. .This case is for 
unlawful interference with licensed water rights. 

We entirely agree with the expressed 
opinions of tbe Arrow people (as reported by the 
local paper), in reference to the removal. of Mr 
Warden Stratford to Mount Ida. The memhers 
of the Government in Dunedin do not appear to 
be able.to realise the fact that the loss of a War- 
den who thoroughly understands the business of 
a district is a great loss to a district, and that it 
is a very small compensation indeed to have the 
assistance of the neighlvniring one, no matter 
how highly qualified. We cm vouch that such 
is the case, and we in this district can speak 
from experience. The way in which the loss is 
sustained is hardly explainable, but it is real 
enough. No temporary officer does, or as a 
matter of fact can, take the interest in the dis- 
trict that a permanent one would, and conse- 
quently the district has to suffer from these fre- 
quent changes. Putting thedistrict to one side, 
we would ask if it is not time Mr Warden Strat- 
ford had some sure place of abode. At tho. 
Arrow, Dnnstan Creek, Cardrona, and every 
place where Mr Stratford has held office, people 
have the highest opinion of his conduct as War- 
den. Why can't he get settled down? 

Our Dunedin correspondent, writing on 
the 5th inst. with reference to the opening of the 
Dunedin Athenamm on Sundays, says:— *7 In 
my letter of last week I alluded to this now 
well- ventilated question, hut wrote under the 
errone,ous supposition that tho Committee in- 
tended to take upon themselves the opening of 
the reanins room on Sundays, without consult- 
ing the wishes of the membors.
